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Booze ban to control 
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DRINKING could be ban¬ 
ned in large parts of 
Haverhill’s town centre 
next year, in a bid to cut 
down on alcohol related 
crime and anti-social be¬ 
haviour. 

Suffolk Police, St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council and 
Haverhill Town Council have 
worked together to establish 
a designated alcohol-free 
zone in the town, which 
would come into effect from 
next February if endorsed by 
consultation in December 
and January. 

Members of the borough council’s 
cabinet approved the plan in prin¬ 
ciple at their meeting on Wednesday. 
The ban would make public con¬ 
sumption of alcohol in the desig¬ 
nated areas an offence. 

A report to councillors said Hav¬ 
erhill town centre was suffering 
from significant levels of “yobbish” 
anti-social behaviour because of the 
public consumption of alcohol. The 
bad behaviour took the form of 
verbal abuse and urinating in 
public, particularly in the Jubilee 
Walk and bus station area. 

Complaints had also been received 
from licensees and other businesses 
in the town about how the issue was 
affecting residents’ quality of life 
and giving a negative view of the 
town. This was discouraging people 
from using the town centre, esp¬ 
ecially in the evening.

I T FEELS like you’re going 
to explode if you can’t let it 
out somehow,” says Clare 
Baker, describing how it 
feels to cut herself. “It’s a 
way of releasing an emotion 
you can’t explain, like letting 
air out of a balloon.” 

On Saturday, 20-year-old Clare 
took part in a charity lingerie show 
to raise money for Breast Cancer 
Care and Cancer Research UK. 
Although her body revealed her 
own personal struggle, she had no 
qualms about letting the world 
know the truth. 

“My scars tell people there are 
others that have been through it, 
that it’s not something to be 
ashamed of,” she says defiantly. 
“People say, why don’t you cover 
them up? But you wouldn’t get rid 
of a scar from an accident would 
you? It’s an illness, you can’t help it. 

I don’t think I should have to hide 
them.” 

Five years ago, the young sales 
assistant from Steeple Bumpsted 
was diagnosed with depression. 
Just months later, she began to 
self-harm. With no idea why she 
became depressed, and offered no 
support other than pills, she found 
her own ways to cope. 

“I can’t remember how it started. 
It was about finding a way out and I 
did anything I could think of. Some 
people smoke, some people break 
things, but this worked for me, so I 
carried on doing it. I did it at least 
once or twice a week, usually when 
someone had let me down or made 
me feel really angry.” 

Studying for her GCSES at 
Saffron Walden County High 
School, Clare kept her problems a 
secret from her friends and family. 

“I did it on places people 
wouldn’t see, like my arms, thighs 
and on my side - places that are 
covered and you wouldn’t think 
were out of the ordinary to cover,” 
she says. “I used to wear long 
sleeves, which could hurt a bit.” 

Although she hasn’t cut herself 
since July this year, Clare doesn’t 
believe she will ever be free of the 
destructive disorder. 

“I don’t think it’s something that 
ever truly goes away,” she says. 
“There will always be something to 
bring it back.” 

Clare’s depression began after

she caught a cold. “While I was ill I 
didn’t want to go out and do things 
and then, when I got better, I still felt 
like that.” Usually a confident and 
sociable girl, Clare began to react 
badly to mild bullying at school, 
which she says was out of 
character. “My mum realised 
something was wrong when I was 
getting hassle and it really got to 
me. Usually that sort of thing 
wouldn’t affect me.” 

Gradually, Clare’s moods got 
worse and she was unable to leave 
the house. 

“Normally I love going out and 
seeing people, but I began just 
randomly crying and didn’t want to 
go out. I wouldn’t let myself go to 
school. I’d get up and get ready to 
go but when I had to go I’d start 
crying and couldn’t physically 
leave.” 

Clare says that cutting was a way 
of relieving the relentless feelings of 
depression which consumed her 
everyday life. “A lot of the time I just 
felt numb - not happy or sad. 
Cutting myself was a way of 
reminding me that I could feel stuff. 
And it didn’t hurt. I don’t know 
why.” 

After several months, Clare’s 
mum Cathy finally found out. 

“She came to wake me up in the 
morning and the sleeve of my t-shirt 
was a little bit further up than 
normal. She said: “Oh my god 
.. .what have you done?” But it’s 
one of those things you can’t really 
explain. To be honest, it wasn’t so 
much that I didn’t want her to know, 
more that I didn’t want it to affect 
her.” 

Clare watched as her mum 
began to break down. 

“She couldn’t eat breakfast 
because she’d thrown it up and that 
meant she couldn’t work properly 
because she hadn’t eaten and had 
lost weight. I didn’t stop for me -1 
stopped for her.” 

Clare started to attend private 



counselling and tried to leave the 
habit behind her. She began A- 
levels at Cambridge Regional 
College, where she found a new 
boyfriend. 

“I met Dorn in my second year 
when I was 18. He was really nice, 
really helpful and always put me 
first. If I started crying he’d ask if I 
was okay and then carry on talking 
to everyone else while holding my 
hand, and that was all I needed. 

“Then we moved in together and 
it got worse. Something as little as 


him wanting to go out with his 
mates and have fun would make 
me feel like he was abandoning me. 
Of course, it was my depression 
that made me feel like that but 
eventually it put too much pressure 
on him. He felt like he couldn’t do 
what he wanted to do. If I asked 
him to come round and he said no, 
he knew it would upset me. We 
both knew it wasn’t fair on him.” 

Ironically, Clare only truly started 
getting better once she and Dorn 
had broken up. 

“I had to start doing things for 
myself. Often if I find something to 
do with myself for 10 minutes, then 
the feeling that I want to cut myself 
will go. There was a time when, if 
my mum hadn’t seen me for five 
minutes, she’d be like ‘are you 
alright?’ but she’s fine now. 

Currently working in a city centre 
computer store to raise money for 
the future, Clare plans to be a 
scene-of-the-crime officer. 

“It’s what they do on the 
American television programme, 
CS/,” she says. “I did a forensics 
course and started an A-level in 
criminology but, to be honest, there 
are no courses for scene-of-the- 
crime officers. You don’t need 
formal qualifications. I’m hoping to 
join the police force when I’m 21 
and work my way up.” 

But on Saturday night, all Clare’s 
thoughts were focused on the 
catwalk when she joined 23 other 
amateur models - including her 
mum - at Next Generation Gym. 

“Walking around in underwear is 
nothing to me compared to the 
pain that families go through 
because of this disease,” she 
insists. “Tony, a close family friend 
of ours, died of cancer. If he was 
alive now I would do anything to try 
to find a way to make him better.”

Harley hearse is final ride for bike fan

A LIFE-LONG motorcycle fan 
made his final journey in a 
unique Harley-Davidson 
hearse. 

Ralph Brett, 75, always 
dreamed of riding on one of the 
classic American motorbikes 
but could never afford one. 

His relatives decided it would 
be a fitting tribute to grant his 
wish by hiring the special 
hearse for his funeral. 

Former hospital porter Mr Brett, 
of Recreation Road, Kedington, 
was taken to his funeral at St 
Andrew’s Church, Great 
Yeldham, on Tuesday in the 
hearse hired from a Midlands 
company. 

His grandson, David Jacobs, 
said: “In his younger days he 
used to put bikes together. He 
didn’t have much money, and 
he used to do odd jobs so he 
could buy bikes. 

“He loved speed and would 
often watch motorbike racing 
at Snetterton. 

“He always loved Harley- 
Davidsons but could never 
afford one. 

“When we were discussing the 
funeral arrangements I 
remembered I had seen a 
newspaper report about a 
motorcycle hearse, and I 
looked it up on the web and 
found the company that 
supplies them. 

“We thought it would be a 
perfect fitting tribute for him. 

He didn’t manage to get to ride 
a Harley while he was alive, but 
at least he got a ride for his 
funeral.” 


Mr Brett, bom in Halstead, 
Essex, previously lived in 
Sudbury and Hundon. 

He worked at the Walnuttree 
Hospital in Sudbury until the 
early 1980s when he had to 
take early retirement due to 


health problems. His wife Betty 
died four years ago. 

Mr Brett had been in Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital for eight 
weeks before he died after he 
had an operation for an 
aneurysm. He also had 


prostate cancer. 

He is survived by his step¬ 
daughter Jenny and her two 
children as well as two neph¬ 
ews in the United States.

‘Every pub should 
watch for trouble’ 


THE chairman of a Pubwatch 
scheme believes membership of 
the group should be mandatory 
for all licensees to help keep 
troublemakers out of all pubs. 

Gordon Mussett, chairman of the 
Haverhill Pubwatch Scheme and Hav¬ 
erhill’s town clerk, suggested the idea 
to St Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
licensing and regulatory committee as 
part of the consultation on amend¬ 
ments to its licensing policy. He also 
made the same request on behalf of 
Haverhill Town Council. 

Mr Mussett wrote to the committee, 
saying membership of Pubwatch 
should be an expectation of all prem¬ 
ises licensed for the sale and con¬ 
sumption of alcohol. 

Mr Mussett said: “At present mem-

bership of Pubwatch is not a require¬ 
ment for all premises. This means that 
persons subject to a Pubwatch ban - 
because, for example, they have ass¬ 
aulted a member of the public whilst 
drunk - can visit and continue to drink 
in premises that are not members of 
Pubwatch. 

“This threatens public safety be¬ 
cause the ‘banned’ person can 
intimidate the designated premises 
supervisor of a non-Pubwatch prem¬ 
ises, and because those premises then 
attract the ‘rougher’ element, more 
likely to be violent whilst under the 
influence of alcohol.” 

Mr Mussett also pointed out that 


Pubwatch meetings are a good mech¬ 
anism for police and the licensing 
authority to spread information, which 
is more difficult if not all licensees 
attend. 

He said that Pubwatch schemes were 
also involved in staff training, while 
non-members were more likely to have 
poorly trained staff and contribute to 
the issues of under-age drinking and 
excessive consumption. 

But it is unlikely that Mr Mussett’s 
plan will be taken up when amend¬ 
ments to the licensing policy are 
considered at a meeting on Monday 

A report to the committee suggests 
no action be taken as signing up to a 
Pubwatch scheme is already included 
in guidelines to licensees, but cannot 
be a requirement as there is no pro¬ 
vision for standard conditions. 


Man faces charges over A1 death crash 


A MAN from West Wratting faces 
aiding and abetting charges in 
relation to a death crash on the Al. 

Mark Compton, 19, died at the 
scene of the crash and Jodie 
Brown, 19, died later in Grantham 
Hospital. They were both from the 
Grantham area and the crash 


happened near Great Ponton, 
Lincolnshire, on May 12. 

Mary Butres, 46, from Stamford 
faces two charges of causing 
death by dangerous driving and 
one of drink-driving following the 
collision. She was driving a white 
Jaguar which was in collision 


with a green Ford Fiesta in which 
the two people who died were 
travelling. 

John Nichols, 57, from West 
Wratting, has been charged with 
aiding and abetting death by 
dangerous driving in relation to 
the crash. He is understood to be 


the registered owner of the 
Jaguar car and a front passenger 
at the time of the collision. 

Both Butres and Nichols have 
been released on police bail and 
are due to appear at Grantham 
magistrates court on November 
26.

A police report said officers were 
spending a disproportionate amount of 
time dealing with the problems. It also 
found that alcohol bans had worked 
well in other places, including a 
similar scheme adopted in Stowmarket. 

Figures in the document showed the 
number of alcohol related offences 
from January last year to March this 
year in Haverhill was 266, compared 
with 149 in Stowmarket. This included 
24 assaults on police in Haverhill, but 
none in Stowmarket. 

The report concluded: “It is clear to 
see that the implementation of an 
alcohol ban within Haverhill is 
necessary. 

“A reflection of this is that 33 per 
cent of all alcohol-related crimes 
reported and recorded by police were 
committed within the High Street 
area.” 

Inspector Adrian Dawson, district 
inspector for Haverhill, said: “I would 
fully support an alcohol ban in 
Haverhill town centre as this would, in 
my opinion, lead to a significant 
decrease in crime reported and lead to 
an increase in public confidence in 
relation to crime within this busy and 
high profile area of Haverhill.”

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Boy breaks leg at 
new play centre

PARENTS have raised 
safety concerns after 
their four-year-old son 
broke his leg at an 
indoor children’s play 
centre. 

Tai Rose hurt himself as 
he was playing with his 
cousin at the Boomerangs 
Play Centre in Boundary 
Road, Haverhill. 

His parents Sarah and 
Justin, who were sitting 
close by, took him home and 
when he was still in pain 
they whisked him to West 
Suffolk Hospital where 
doctors discovered he had 
broken his tibia and fibula. 

The schoolboy will now 
have to wear plaster for 
eight weeks and was unable 
to return to school because 
he was in too much pain. 

Mr Rose is now calling 
for a health and safety in¬ 
vestigation into the acci¬ 
dent to establish exactly 
how it happened. 

Tai’s four-year-old cousin 
Sonny was the only witness 
to the incident and Tai told 
his parents that his leg had 
become trapped. 

Mr Rose said: “We had 
taken him there for a treat 
because he had been such a 
good boy, but we were only 
there for 20 minutes. We 
were in the parent area 
when Sonny came over and 
said Tai had hurt himself. 

“Some older children 
helped him over and we 
tried to calm him down 
because he was pretty 
upset. We took him home, 
but we knew he was not 
right, so we took him to the 
hospital. 

“We had no indication 
before that he had broken 
anything. We are concern¬ 
ed about how it happened,

you think they are safe in 
these places. You expect 
them to get the odd bump or 
bruise, but not to come out 
with a broken leg. 

“My wife has been down 
there and they filled out an 
accident form, but that is 
about it. We want to make 
sure it doesn’t happen to 
anyone else.” 

Donna Anderson, who 
opened Boomerangs in 
September with her hus¬ 
band Andy, said the inci¬ 
dent had been reported to 
the authorities and was 
being fully investigated, but 
she could not comment 
further at present.

Slipway ‘cash 

seam' warning 


A TOWN councillor is warn¬ 
ing people to be aware of an 
apparent scam targeting 
motorists. 

Coun Margaret Marks, a 
member of Haverhill Town 
Council, was travelling from 
the Four Went Ways jun¬ 
ction at Abington towards 
the A505 when she came 
across two cars stopped in 
the slipway. A man of 
Middle Eastern appearance 
was “frantically” waving at 
her to stop. 

Coun Marks, who leads 
Haverhill’s first responder 
volunteers, pulled over, fear¬ 
ing someone had been hurt. 
The man spoke in German 
and said he had to get back 
to Calais and needed money 
to buy fuel as a cash mach¬ 
ine had swallowed his card. 

Coun Marks drove off 
after handing over some 
cash but was horrified to 
see the man flagging down 
other cars. She returned to 
confront the man, who 
threw her money back at 


her before speeding off. 

Coun Marks said: “He 
started taking off rings and 
bracelets to give to me and 
saying his children were 
hungry. It all seemed 
perfectly plausible at the 
time and it was only when I 
saw him flagging down 
other drivers that I realised 
it was a scam. 

“I reported it to the police 
and I did get my money 
back, but I wanted to warn 
others that this seems to be 
the latest scam. 

“I am not the only person 
it has happened to. I spoke 
to someone else who was 
stopped on the Mil and took 
this person in his car to a 
garage. They could have had 
a gun or a knife and it could 
have been very serious.” 

A Cambridgeshire police 
spokesperson said: “We 
would advise motorists to be 
cautious of this practice 
and to use judgement before 
handing over any money.”

Andrew Roach and

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Axeing schools a big 
mistake, says union

THE county’s largest teaching 
union has branded plans to 
axe all Suffolk middle schools 
“outdated”, “disasterous” and 
“a huge mistake” as the sec¬ 
ond stage of a huge consult¬ 
ation exercise begins. 

Haverhill is set to be one of the first 
towns to lose its middle schools by 
2011/2012 if the controversial plan 
goes ahead, with a new two-tier 
system creating 11-16 schools and 
sixth-form colleges instead. 

Chalkstone, Castle Hill and Park¬ 
way Middle Schools would close in 
Haverhill, as well as Clare Middle 
School. Two middle schools in New¬ 
market and two more in Mildenhall 
are also due to close, and consultation 
in that area will take place at a later 
date. 

Suffolk NUT, the largest of the 
teacher unions with 3,000 members 
in the county, believes up to half of 
pupils would have to leave for further 
education at age 14 to get the spec¬ 
ialist teaching they need.

Suffolk NUT Secretary Martin 
Goold explained that, from 2008/9 
onwards, the idea of separate sixth 
form and FE programmes of study 
will gradually disappear, with the 
introduction of the new vocational 
diplomas and curriculums for all 
students from age 14. 

“The plan to downgrade our succ¬ 
essful upper/high schools to 11-16 
schools will be a disaster and will 
prove totally inadequate for the new 
14-19 curriculum. When the new 
diplomas come in, there will be no 
break at 16. Students will have 
already started vocational diplomas 
in Year 10, but 11-16 schools will not 


have the specialist staff to provide 
this, because those specialist staff 
will want to be teaching more advan¬ 
ced skills at the FE college or so- 
called sixth-form centre.” 

The union believes middle schools 
could easily be converted to key-stage 
3 schools (11-14) or into the 11-14 
annexes of the upper/high schools, 
causing minimum disruption to 
schools, pupils and staff. 

Mr Goold said: “The last thing we 
need in 2010 is 11-16 schools and sixth- 
form colleges. It is just replacing one 
outdated three-tier system with 
another, which will be outdated 
before it is created.” 

The union is also concerned about 
plans to create huge four-11 primary 
schools and bus young children 
around the town. Suffolk NUT said no 
mention of its expert advice has been 
made in any feedback. 

Mr Goold said: “The officers of the 
authority have carefully edited out all 
criticism of 11-16 schools from the 
feedback from consultation to ensure 
that the politicians are shielded from 
the inconvenient truth that they have 
been very badly advised and are 
about to set up multi-million pound 
white elephants.”

Building on success 


TOWN councillors in Haver¬ 
hill could soon help catch 
speeding drivers if a new 
Roadsafe scheme is adopted. 

Members of the council’s Comm¬ 
unity First Committee were this 
week to consider whether to join the 
Community Speed Watch scheme. 

In the do-it-yourself scheme active 
members of the community monitor 
speed at selected locations with 
Home Office-approved speed detect¬ 
ion devices. Information is passed to 
the police and a letter sent to the 
owner of any speeding vehicle, 
warning them of the dangers of 
breaking the speed limit. 

It is part of a new Suffolk Road¬ 
side Partnership project aimed at 
reducing road casualties and pro¬ 
moting road safety. Suffolk Police, 
the county council, fire and ambu¬ 
lance service, Suffolk Safety Camera 
Partnership and the Highways 
Agency are all involved. 

The partnership has launched a 
county-wide Speed Watch initiative 
to address speed related problems. 
The schemes are self-funding, 
raising cash to pay for signs and 
high visibility jackets. But with 
speed detection devices alone 
costing £2,200 some councils work 
together and share the equipment. 

Chief Inspector Martin Barnes- 
Smith, of Suffolk Police’s road polic¬ 
ing unit, said: “The main objective of 
the scheme is to secure a reduction 
in the numbers of drivers exceeding 
the speed limit but also to encourage 
community engagement and 
partnership work. 

“To this end Suffolk Police are 
looking to link in work within the 
schemes by PSCOs. This will sub¬ 
sequently reduce the number of 
people killed or seriously injured on 
Suffolk’s roads, reduce traffic noise 
and pollution in local communities 
and help to increase public aware¬ 
ness of inappropriate speed.” 


AFTER achieving excellent marks 
in a new GCSE construction 
exam, Billy Down is taking his 
studies in a totally new direction 
and is hoping to become a 
doctor. 

The 16-year-old former Samuel 
Ward Arts and Technology 
College students got five A*s, 

3As and four Bs. Billy was one of 
a group of students taking part in 
a pilot six-part exam in 
construction. He ended up with 
marks that put him in the top 10 
scores from more than 2,000 
students with two of his papers. 
Billy, of Ruffles Road, Haverhill, 
recently travelled to London to 
receive a Top 10 Exam Mark 
(Surveying and Construction 
Processes and Technology) 
award at the Construction and 
the Built Environment GCSE 
Awards. 

Billy is now at Hills Road Sixth 
Form College in Cambridge 
studying four A levels. He then 
hopes to go on to study for a 
degree in medicine. 


“Construction was not a top 
priority subject, but it was a new 
exam and it will add a bit of 
variety to my CV. 

“I was gob-smacked to get top 
10 marks in it and to receive the 
award. It might come in handy if I 
decided to become an architect 
or something one day.” 

The awards, held at the 
Institution of Civil Engineers 
Building, were an opportunity to 
celebrate the success and 
achievements of the first wave of 
students to complete the GCSE 
course. 

Billy was among 54 students 
recognised and presented with 
an award at the event. 

Sir Michael Latham, chairman of 
ConstructionSkills, said: “It is 
extremely important to recognise 
the achievements of these young 
people who represent the future 
of UK construction. The GCSE is 
important because it is one of the 
first new qualifications in 
construction and the built 
environment for young people.”

Waste plans 
get go-ahead 

CONTROVERSIAL plans for a massive 
waste incinerator in Suffolk are to go 
ahead despite strong opposition. 

The Labour Group on Suffolk County 
Council said the Conservative admin¬ 
istration’s decision to rush the plans 
through without detailed study or 
revealing a proposed site was reckless 
and exposed the county to huge 
financial risk. 

But Coun Eddy Alcock said the plan 
reflected the wishes of Suffolk resi¬ 
dents, with a recent survey involving 
8,000 Suffolk people showing that 63 per 
cent supported Energy from Waste 
through incineration. 

Labour councillors claim the half¬ 
billion pound project was rushed 
through despite questions about cost, 
siting, emissions and timescales. 

Mandy Martin, Labour leader for the 
environment, waste and economic 
development, said: “The Conservatives’ 
reckless approach to the risks of waste 
incineration is startling. 

“The uncertainty surrounding the 
project’s planning and its huge price tag 
are of great concern.”

A NEW police unit has been set 
up to monitor Suffolk’s most 
dangerous criminals - including 
413 registered sex offenders. 

Suffolk Constabulary’s new Public 
Protection Directorate has been estab¬ 
lished at the headquarters of the Suffolk 
probation service. 

It will keep a close eye on the county’s 
most dangerous offenders through the 
area’s Multi Agency Public Protection 
Arrangements (MAPPA) - a Home Office 
partnership between police and the 
prison and probation services. 

The directorate has been set up to 
strengthen MAPPA’s public protection 
work, which is aimed at reducing the 
risks posed to others from registered sex 
offenders and other potentially dang¬ 
erous people. 

Detective Sergeant Duncan, who is in 
charge of nine police public protection 
officers keeping a close eye out across the 
county, described the scheme as a “big 
investment of resources” and said: “We 
moved to offices at Suffolk Probation to 
greatly enhance the flow of information 
between the two agencies and support the 
MAPPA process by being more actively 
involved in it. 

“It is a big investment of resources by 
Suffolk Constabulary It will ensure better 
management of registered sex offenders 
and potentially dangerous people.” 

Suffolk MAPPA’s annual report shows 
there are 527 offenders living in Suffolk 
whose cases are being managed by 
MAPPA, including 413 registered sex 
offenders, 102 violent offenders or non- 
registered sex offenders and 12 other 
criminals. None committed a serious 
sexual or violent offence in 2006/07. 

The number of registered sex off¬ 
enders in the community rose from 393 in 
2006 to 413 in 2007. Of these just 8 per cent 
were considered to pose a high risk of 
harm, and none of them committed a 
further offence.

THE blues could soon be 
coming to Haverhill, as a for¬ 
mer gastro pub is transformed 
into a new restaurant and 
entertainment venue that hopes 
to attract top jazz acts.

Spice Inns managing director Barry 
Hilton said: “SHF Group came in with 
an offer that made us think and after a 
full review we believe the deal provides 
benefit to all concerned.” 

Following the fitting of a new sound 
stage and lighting system, The Fox is 
due to reopen its doors today.

JAZZ legend Humphrey 
Lyttelton and his Band will 
be in concert at Haverhill 
Arts Centre on Saturday, 
November 24, at 8pm. 
Humph, as he is often known, is a 
man of many talents. A Radio 2 
and Radio 4 stalwart, his 
incredibly varied career has seen 
him serve as an officer of the 
Grenadier guards, work as a 
cartoonist for the Daily Mail and 
as a journalist for Punch, The 
Field and Highlife. He has also 
written seven books, formed a 
record company and is the 
President of The Society for Italic 
Handwriting. 

But he is most famous for his jazz 
trumpet, or, as Louis Armstrong 
noted: “That boy is cornin’ on.”

Merc museum sets record 
with man-made tornado 


THE Mercedes-Benz 
Museum is now officially 
home to the “strongest 
artificially generated 
tornado in the world”. 

The attempted record 
was confirmed in the 
presence of a Guinness 
Book of Records 
representative. The 34.4 
metre-high artificial tornado 
serves to eliminate smoke 
from the museum in the 
event of a fire. 

The architecture of the 
Mercedes-Benz Museum 
placed particular demands 
on construction planners, 
architects and engineers 
with regard to smoke 
elimination. The provisions 


of the approving authority 
and fire protection 
regulations require all areas 
outside the fire level to be 
smoke-free in the event of 
smoke emission. However, 
due to the open-plan 
structure of the building, 
the various exhibition areas 
are connected to each 
other without any fire zones 
via an interior courtyard and 
ramps. 

From the perspective of 
smoke elimination this 
presented a challenging 
task that could not be 
solved by conventional 
methods. 

It was necessary to take 
a new approach, and so a 


unique smoke elimination 
system was developed 
especially for the museum. 
In the event of fire, 144 
outlets along the core walls 
inject air into the interior 
courtyard.This generates an 
artificial tornado, and the 
smoke collected is then 
discharged into the outside 
air via a ventilator located 
at the top of the building. 

This procedure uses the 
principle of the tornado 
force, which has a 
devastating effect under 
natural conditions, to create 
a controlled life-saving form 
of fluid mechanics that 
opens up new architectural 
possibilities.

ALMOST one in 15 cars 
on Britain’s roads is 
being driven while 
uninsured, 
Government figures 
showed this week. 

More than 2.1 million 
vehicles on UK roads are 
being driven while 
uninsured, with opposition 
MPs accusing ministers of 
grossly underestimating the 
severity of the problem and 
doing little to tackle it. 

Liberal Democrat MP 
Lynne Featherstone said the 
figures she had been given by 
the Department for 
Transport showed a rise of 
100,000 in just one year and 
now amounts to 6.5 per cent 
of all vehicles in the UK. 

Those drivers, she said, 
were responsible for 
committing more crimes and 
often left insured motorists - 
the “good guys” - picking up 
the bill through increased 
premiums. 

“As with most crime it is 
inevitably the law-abiding 
public that end up footing the 
bill with uninsured drivers 
costing us on average £30 
more in premiums,” said Ms 
Featherstone. 

“I get really really angry 
that it is always the good guys 
who are the fall guys.” 

She went on: “The 
Government has obviously 
fallen asleep at the wheel on 
this one. 

“It is government without 
due care and attention; their 
policies for pursuing 
uninsured drivers have been 
a total failure and it is about 
time they accepted the facts 
and took action.” 

The Department for 
Transport disputed the rise 
in the figures, saying there 
had actually been a 4.2 per 
cent drop in claims for 
compensation for the victims 
of uninsured drivers. 

A Parliamentary answer by 
transport minister Jim 
Fitzpatrick said: “There are 
about 2.1 million licensed 
vehicles (about 6.5 per cent of 


the bill 

the UK vehicle fleet) being 
driven by uninsured drivers. 

“We have no long term 
evidence on trends . . . and 
there is some recent evidence 
from the insurance industry 
showing that for the year 2006 
there was a 4.2 per cent drop 
in claims for compensation 
for the victims of uninsured 
drivers.” 

A DfT spokesman said new 
measures - automatic 
number plate recognition 
(ANPR) technology and 
increased powers for police to 
seize cars - had begun to 
tackle the problem. 

New legislation being 
brought in would be similar 
to TV licensing systems 
where car owners would be 
tracked by computer if their 
vehicles were not registered 
as insured. 

ANPR technology, he 
added, was catching up to 
1,500 cars a week. 

Figures from the 
Association of British 
Insurers show that uninsured 
drivers are six times more 
likely to be driving a non 
road-worthy vehicle, three 
times more likely to have 
been convicted of driving 
without due care and 
attention and ten times more 
likely to have been convicted 
of drink-driving. 

An ABI spokesman said 
any increase in figures may 
just be more offenders being 
tracked and caught by police 
using new powers to take 
cars off uninsured drivers. 

He said: “There is a lot of 
work going on at the moment 
to clamp down on it - 50,000 
cars are being seized each 
year.” 

The costs of uninsured 
drivers had risen from £200 
million in 2005 compared to 
£164 million in 2003 but the 
numbers of claims had 
actually fallen from 37,000 in 
2005 to 24,000 last year. 

The ABI is also pushing for 
an increase in the penalties 
paid by drivers who are 
caught, who are often fined 
just £150 for the offence.

Nearly a quarter of all its bad 
driving reports involve a 
mobile phone. Drivers caught 
by the police face a fine and 
three penalty points for using 
a mobile phone. 

Andrew McGavin, founder 
of BetterDrivingPlease.com, 


said: “Ordinary people want 
something done about this. 
They are sick of seeing drivers 
flout the law so openly. 

“The pressure created by 
reports on the website will 
force the police to recognise 
that traffic policing can’t be 
done by speed cameras 
alone. Policing in-between 
cameras is failing. 

“It’s no longer socially 
acceptable to drink and drive, 
yet we seem to tolerate 
drivers focusing more on their 
phone call than the road in 
front of them. It has to be 
tackled and it is the police’s 
job to act.”
